Women On Campus Suffering from 
A Variety Of Three Eating Disorders

Santa Ana College will host a seminar on female 
eating disorders, which are said to be out of control 
on many college and school campuses today. 

Mary Jane Carbone, director of the SAC Health 
Center said, “three most prevalent eating disorders 
are called Anorexia Nervosa, Bulimarexia and 
Bulimia.” 

Some recent medical statistics indicate between 
40 and 60 percent of college-age women suffer 
from one form or another of these disorders, accor- 
ding to the Costa Mesa Medical Clinic. : 

The seminar will be held April 11 from 9:30 
a.m. to 12 noon in Room U-201, Johnson Campus 
Center. 

Carbone said the seminar will discuss the issues 
surrounding eating disorders, “including causes, 
symptoms, consequences, and what help is 
available to victims.” 

Presenters will include Susan Madeiros of the 
Brea Psychiatric Hospital and Sue Webster of the 
Costa Mesa Medical Clinic. Carbone and Debi 
Lindberg of the college health center will also par- 
ticipate. 


The clinical diagnosis of anorexia nervosa in-. 


clude a 25% loss of body weight, loss of the 
menstrual period, thinning hair and hypothermia 


(abnormally low. body.-heat). 


Bulimarexia, which is the most common of the 
eating disorders, is described as periodic binges 
followed by estended periods of fasting or self star- 
vation, to compensate for the calories ingested. 

Bulimia also involves binging, diet pills, and 
most widely used, forced vomiting, Carbone said. 


The majority of these women are in the middle 
and upper class socio-economically, generally 
above average in intelligence and physically at- 
tractive, but they are miserable. 

Along with the physical problems come psycho- 
logical issues as well. 

These include depression, fear, insomnia, 
perfectionism matched with a low self esteem, feel- 
ings of unworthiness, fear of sexual encounters, 
anger, distorted body images and above all, com- 
pulsiveness. 

The constant and seemingly never ending 
thoughts of food, eating, weight gain/weight loss 
and possibly losing control are haunting. In an age 
where emphasis is mainly on physical attractive- 
ness, these women are living in their own private 
hell, Carbone said. 

Fortunately, she said, research in this area is 
proceeding and help is readily available. Because 
eating disorders are kept in secrecy, loneliness and 
isolation keep these women from seeking help. Suf- 
a should be encouraged to seek professional

Measles Still A Problem For Adults

‘Have you had your vaccina- 
tion for measles? 

Many people have suffered 
childhood diseases at one time or 
another, such as mumps, 
measles, chicken pox, and other 
diseases. 

Many adults also contract 
rubella, better known as the 
three-day measles. 

Although rubella is a mild in- 
fectious disease caused by a 


virus, it can have stronger and - 


more serious effects on the adult 
such as headaches, loss of ap- 
petite, sore throat. - 

Sometimes an adult is left with 
permanent joint pains. 

Children are able to fight off 
the infection easier and quicker, 
with hardly any side effects. 

“A child is able to adjust to the 
virus better than the adult,” said 
Mary Jane~ Carbone, Coor- 


dinator of Health Services. “It’s _ | 


much harder on the adult.” 
Another type of measle is 
rubeola, also known as_ the 
2I-day variety, or regular 
measles. Even though the two 
cause skin rashes, they differ in 
the duration of the symptoms. 
Although it is dangerous for an 
adult to be infected with the 
disease, it is more severe for a 
woman to catch the measles, 


especially during pregnancy. 
Rubella can cause either 
serious birth defects, even death 


to the unborn baby. Women 


need to be informed about 


rubella but it is equally impor- 
tant for a man to kriow, too. 


“There is a large percentage of” 


females catch the measles from 
either a child or from their own 


‘ husband who brings it home,” 


Carbone said. She added, “‘It’s 
crazy that a woman has to be 
told and not a man.” 

Many college students are not 
aware that they are susceptable 


to measles. As many as 15 per- 
cent in the college age group can 
contract measles. 

The group of individuals who 


‘were born between 1957 and 


1967, may not have been im- 
munized as first graders, or if 
immunized, may have been vac- 
cinated with a less effective vac- 
cine, Carbone recommends a 
new vaccination.

change was justified because“of an identity problem for the other 
communities served and satellite campuses now being developed. 

Santa Ana College will become the Santa Ana Campus of Rancho 
Santiago College and remain as the flagship campus of the Rancho 
Santiago Community College District. ; 

Similarly, the other community satellite campuses would be 
known as Garden Grove, Orange, Centennial and Orange Adult 
Learning Center. :

sided with protesters saying, “We all want Santa Ana College 
to remain.” Se a 

Out of some 30,000 students and an estimated 15,000 alumni, less 
than 100 showed up at the ‘public hearing. Football Coach Dave 
Ogas said, “Athletic recruitment will.suffer because high school 
athletes will not be familiar with the new name.” 

Student Body President David Troublefield opposed the change 
and indicated an informal poll last week showed students over- 
whelmingly opposed it. Journalism student Ken LaSalle urged a 
campus referendum before the board decided. 

Board President Shirley Ralston of Garden Grove said there ‘was 
widespread support for the name change in the communities served 
by the district, including many prominent civic leaders, alumni and 
students. -

For Underprivileged

The Orange County Social 
Service Agency has put out an 
urgent call for volunteers. 

The agency has helped abused 
and underprivileged children 
from all walks of life. But, they 
are in great need of volunteers 
who have empathy, persever- 
ance, and most of all, a strong 
desire to help children with emo- 
tional problems. Some of the 
children have educational defi- 
ciencies and need tutoring. 
Tutors are in big demand. 

Kathy Howard, Program 
Coordinator for Volunteer Ser- 
vices, said, “The process of 
becoming a volunteer involves 
careful screening to protect the 
children.” 

The process includes orien- 
tation and an interview with 
her. References are required. 
Finger printing and backgrounds 
are checked. Tuberculosis tests 
are given. A compatibility match 
is also included for the client and 
volunteer. 

Volunteers must be 18 years of 
age, have a desire to share: ex- 
periences and commit six months 
or longer to the program. The 
program also needs bilingual 
volunteers who are fluent in 
Chinese, Spanish and 
Vietnamese.

“The Army College Fund 
(ACF) has expanded its education 
benefits to $26,400,” Staff Sgt. 
Raul Flores of Santa Ana Army 
Recruiting Station told el Don 
today. 

To gain the maximum ACF 
benefit of $26,400, the soldiers 
must enlist for four years and 
coritribute - $2,700 > to,.. the 
Veterans Educational Assistance 
Program. ne 

Students with two-year degrees 
or 60 credit hours may now enlist 
for two years and contribute 
$2,400 while in the Army. The 
maximum contribution a soldier 
may make is $100 each month. 
The Army will add incentives to 
bring the total to $20,100. 
Enlistees who do not have the 
required college background 
may still earn the $20,100 
benefit but they must enlist for. 
three years and _ contribute 
$2,700. 

The ACF also allows soldiers 
who do not have the required 
college background to enlist for 
just two years. They will con- 
tribute $2,400 while in the Army 

and earn a maximum benefit of 
$15,200. 

A number of criteria must be 
met to qualify for the College 
Fund. 

The soldier must be entering 
the military service for the first 
time, score in the top half of the 
Armed Forces Qualification Test 
and‘ must enlist for jeb training

1980 New York 
Times magazine feature, was the 
undying inspiration for making 
the film. Roland Joffe, a British 
television director making his 
premiere film debut, had unin- 
tentionally created great seg- 
ments of realism that seemed to 
overpower the movie as a whole. 
The realism is extraordinary and 
at times very frightening. Even 
in seemingly minor scenes invol- 
ving the relationship of Schan- 
berg-and Pran, the background 
maintains a vision of war at ‘its 
most shocking level. 

The dedicated and sometirfles 
cold Schanberg (Sam Waterson) 
and‘-his colleague and- loyal 
friend, Dith Pran (Dr. Haing S. 


Ngor) make for a very moving . 


story. Though even with superb 
performances, their narrative 
becomes confused with the end- 
less pictured tragedies’ of war. 
The movie motioned along with- 
out a beginning or an ending, 


- but also, the same can be said for 


the horrible Cambodian civil 
war. “The Killing Fields’ por- 
trays a ravaged Cambodia so 
convincing and compelling your 
eyes can never seem to leave the 
screen. Dr. Haing Noir, a real- 
life Cambodian refugee, plays 
the role of Pran and his acting 
debut does not rival without 
“<“jgoti¢e.

To view ‘The Kill- 
ing Fields” was to survive the 
ordeal and come out with a loss 
of breath. It was a vivid cine- 
matic education that had been 
camouflaged as entertainment.
